The sen¬ 
ate bill provides that all holding 
companies except those controll¬ 
ing a single group of integrated 
utility properties, must be con¬ 
verted into investment trusts or 
liquidated, within seven years. 
The house bill gives the securities 
and exchange commission the 
right to abolish some companies 
if it can show this is in the pub¬ 
lic interest.

Many house members are indig¬ 
nant at the tactics of the power 
lobby. 

Critics of the so-called death 
sentence, on the other hand, ac¬ 
cuse the administration of bring¬ 
ing undue pressure of its own. 
Emil Hurja, chief patronage aid 
to Postmaster General Farley, has 
been active at the capitol, as have 
other administration wire-pullers. 

Runs Into Millions 

Estimates of the amount spent 
organizing the telegraphic, tele¬ 
phonic and mail protests which 
have poured in here for months 
run high in the millions of dollars. 
In addition, utility executives and 
lawyers have been brought to 
Washington from long distances 
for personal contacts with con¬ 
gressmen. 

Early last winter Senator Norris 
(R., Nebr.), obtained senate pas¬ 
sage of a resolution directing the 
federal trade commission to inves¬ 
tigate lobbying activities on this 
bill. The resolution has been 
stalled ever since in the house in¬ 
terstate commerce committee.

Ex-Millionaire Is In Class

LOS ANGELES, Wednesday, 
July 3, UP )—The Los Angeles 
County Relief Administration is 
paying a former millionaire $33 
monthly to go to school and learn 
a trade. 

It is paying him and hundreds 
of others to go to school so that 
it can salvage him from the obso¬ 
lescence resulting from unem¬ 
ployment. 

The relief administration and 
the department of public instruc¬ 
tion is cooperating in a gigantic 
educational experiment, the pri¬ 
mary purpose of which is to re¬ 
duce the size of the relief rolls, 
on which one out of every five of 
the county's 2,500,000 inhabitants 
is dependent for a living. 

Classes in 16 Subjects 

The administration is enrolling 
10,000 persons who are on direct 
or work relief, and classes have 
started in 18 specialized subjects 
grouped under three heads, com¬ 
merce, industry and agriculture. 


MORE ABOUT 

BEACH RESCUE 


A man whose personal fortune 
once was $6,000,000, applied for a 
teaching position on the faculty. 
In a trade school where some of 
the classes are held, there are 
several peraons who made from 
$150,000 to $200,000 in private 
business enterprises before the 
crash of 1929. 

Millionaire Is Secret 

Officials of the school declined 
to reveal the identity of the now 
penniless millionaire who enrolled 
on the grounds that it would be 
unduly embarrassing to him. But 
they declared he is determined to 
"learn a trade.” 

Men and women, young and 
old, all clinging resolutely to the 
hope of learning something well 
enough to be able to obtain em¬ 
ployment, as students are being 
paid the regular SERA rate. They 
are earning the same amount of 
money they would get for working 
on relief.

On the other hand, Philip H. 
Gadsden, chairman of a commit¬ 
tee of utility executives, said the 
companies' fight was "perfectly 
clean, open and aboveboard.”

VALUATION 

Figures Released Today 
Not Final, Assessor 
James Sleeper Says 

Figured upon the present as¬ 
sessment basis of 35.85 per cent 
as shown upon the assessment 
rolls for this year, Orange county 
property, including tangibles and 
intangibles, has an assessed valu¬ 
ation of $160,207,725, according to 
totals taken from the rolls of 
County Assessor James Sleeper. 
In every classification, with the 
exception of solvent credits, this 
year's assessment shows a sub¬ 
stantial gain. 

The total released today by As¬ 
sessor Sleeper, however, is not the 
final valuation to be placed upon 
county property In addition to 
this amount there will be public 
utility property which is returned 
to the county for taxation pur¬ 
poses, which may add more than 
$10,000,000 to the assessed valua¬ 
tion. In addition to this, there is 
a possibility that the assessment 
ratio for the county will be in¬ 
creased by the state board of 
equalization following hearing to 
be held this month in Sacramento. 

Mineral Rights Gain 

In the figures released by Mr. 
Sleeper, non-operative property, 
including mineral rights, is valued 
at $129,208,650, as compared with 
the valuation of $125,884,945 for 
the fiscal year 1934-35. The min¬ 
eral rights alone are valued at 
S21,289,360, a gain of $3,202,625 
over the 1934-35 valuation. 

Other valuations for the fis¬ 
cal year 1935-56 are: Solvent 
credits, $1,920,535; intangibles, $5,- 
771,600 and property of veterans 
upon which exemption has been 
granted, $2,003,655. 

Santa Ana valuations were to¬ 
taled at $19,369,295 of which $14,- 
314,315 was on real estate and 
improvements, the balance being 
divided between personal property, 
money, securities and solvent cred¬ 
its.

Orange county’s legislators have 
recommended Howard Irwin of 
Fullerton and Robert Walker of 
Santa Ana as state income tax 
officers for this county, it was 
learned today. Their appoint¬ 
ments are expected in the near 
future and they may begin their 
duties this month, with offices In 
this city. 

Assemblyman James B. Utt of 
Tustin said that he and Speaker 
Edward CrEiig of Brea, with Sen¬ 
ator N. T. Edwards of Orange, 
have recommended appointment of 
the two men. The offices are pro¬ 
vided for in the new income tax 
law passed by the last legislature. 

Appointments probably will be 
made by Charles McColgan, fran¬ 
chise tax commissioner, through 
Governor Frank F. Merriam, Mr. 
Utt said. 

.May Begin in July 

The exact procedure in the mat¬ 
ter has not been finally worked 
out and the two men may under¬ 
go a training period and take 
civil service examinations, accord¬ 
ing to the assemblyman. It is 
possible, however, that they may 
go to work this month. 

The new law goes into operation 
September 15, but will not be¬ 
come operative until January 1. 
Taxes paid next year will be based 
on income for 1935. The rates 
will be one-fourth of the federal 
rates, but this does not mean that 
the state tax paid by an individual 
will be exactly one-fourth of his 
federal tax, Mr. Utt explained. 
The California law does not ex¬ 
empt income from dividends from 
taxation as does the federal law. 
Therefore the actual tax paid 
might be larger than one-fourth 
of the federal tax.

Aside from this feature, state 
exemptions will be virtually the 
same as federal exemptions. 
Taxes will be paid on incomes of 
$5000 per year or more. The 
rates will be graduated from one 
to 15 per cent, with the maximum 
to be payable on incomes of 
$500,000 or more.

Miss 
Akins mentioned the play, and 
Miss Menken asked permission to 
read it. When she had finished she 
implored the author to send it 
back to New York. This was done, 
and Alice Kauser, Miss Akins' 
agent, took it immediately to i 
Harry Moses the producer, who did j 
not need the enthusiasm of Miss ! 
Menken to convince him it was an 1 
excellent play. 

Creates Women’s Roles 

Opening to divided notices, the I 
play struggled along until it found 
its audience, repaying the confi¬ 
dence of Miss Menken and Harry 
Moses, and rewarding the ability 
of Miss Akins, who, as dramatic 
critic on a St. Louis newspaper, 
writer of short stories, and poet, 
has been recognized for years as 
a woman of discriminating taste, 
and a creator of excellent women's 
roles. 

The chief parts in the play are 
portrayed by Miss Menken and 
Judith Anderson. 

The former plays the part of the 
"old maid,” who tries to win the 
love of her daughter and to keep 
the girl from knowing about her 
parentage. The child is reared by 
Miss Anderson, portraying the "old 
maid’s" sister.

The chain of small nations almost ringing Ihe Baltic Sea 
from Denmark around the Lithuania have problems all their own 
in connection with the disturbed condition of European politics. 
Stockholm reports a movement is afoot to bring these countries 
into a "neutrality bloc.” 

STOCKHOLM UP )—'The project¬ 
ed visit of President Svinhufvud of 
Finland to Sweden, and reports 
that Rikard Sandlec, foreign min¬ 
ister of Sweden, is to visit the 
Baltic states, have encouraged pro¬ 
ponents of neutrality bloc" 

which would include all the coun¬ 
tries of the Baltic area. 

The political situation in Europe 
makes it more important than 
ever, it is being argued, that the 
small countries of northern Eu¬ 
rope make their policies definite. 
A formal alliance is not looked 
for by seasoned observers. 

Sweden Unknown Factor 
Sweden remains the unknown 
factor. Aloof silence has been this 
country's policy on all proposals 
for any formalized union of en¬ 
deavor or statement of attitude. 

The action of Denmark in de¬ 
clining to vote at Geneva on the 
resolution condemning German re¬ 
armament, provided the latest test 
of this. While Foreign Minister 
Koht of Norway openly stated that 
Norway stood back of Denmark in 
that action. Sandler declined to 
comment. 

Sweden's socialist press mean¬ 
while has become perturbed over 
German interpretation of Den¬ 
mark's refusal to vote as a tacit 
support by the Nordic countries 
of Hitler’s position. The Social- 
Demokraten, semi-official news¬ 
paper of the Swedish govern¬ 
ment, said: 

"Efforts of Nazi newspapers to 
include the social democrats of the 
Nordic countries among the sup¬ 
porters of the military and im¬ 
perialistic foreign policies of Hit¬ 
ler, is nothing short of fantastic." 
Suspicious of Rig Powers 
It is this possibility of misinter¬ 
pretation, it is being pointed out, 
which may turn the Nordic coun¬ 
tries toward more definite means 
of making plain their neutral 
status. 

Fear that participation in pacts 
and alliances with larger powers 
may only put them at the advan¬ 
tage of such powers continues to 
play an all-important role in all 
the Baltic countries.

An increasingly large number of 
mamas and papas are surprised at 
the insistence of sons and daugh¬ 
ters that they be allowed to con¬ 
tinue in school during a part, at 
least, of the vacation period. Being 
in school, these youngsters fre¬ 
quently insist, is more interesting 
and "greater fun" than being out. 

Educators attribute this striking 
change to the modernization of 
teaching practices, which stresses 
the importance of making learning 
more life-like and enjoyable and a 
medium for expression of child ac¬ 
tivity in the fields that fascinate 
him. 

Activities Constructive 

Children now are finding “fun" 
outlets for their potential abilities 
in constructive activities, ranging 
from the making of dog houses and 
bird baths to the establishment of 
school banks, the writing of their 
own plays and the making of their 
own costumes for dramatic per¬ 
formances. 

“What we desire for children,” 
says I)r.

That Santa Ana residents have 
a lot of money in local banks was 
indicated today by the long lines 
of depositors in front of the tell¬ 
ers’ windows, as the funds to 
finance tomorrow’s national holi¬ 
day were being secured. Others 
were putting money in the bank 
for safekeeping over the holiday 
and to swell their accounts. 

Figures made public by the 
banks show that there has been 
a big increase in deposits during 
the past year, evidencing the fact 
that there is ample money await¬ 
ing a field of investment. The 
total deposits in banks in the pos¬ 
tal savings department is approxi¬ 
mately $18,000,000, while loans 
amount to about $7,000,000. 

A gain of $1,156,353.75 was re¬ 
ported for deposits in the First 
National bank here for the past 
year. The deposits on June 30 
totaled $8,978,751.84. Loans out¬ 
standing increases $833,664.14 dur¬ 
ing the year. The total outstand¬ 
ing loans at this bank are $5,682,- 
229.67. 

Deposits at the Commercial Na¬ 
tional bank gained $172,455.73 in 
the past year, the total at the 
end of June being $1,278,981.39, 
as compared to $1,106,525.66 a 
year ago, according to A. C. Has- 
enjaeger, manager. Loans have 
| increased $32,137.37 during the 
year, from $436,447.77 a year ago, 
to $669,585.14 at the end of June. 

At the Security First National 
bank of Los Angeles here deposits 
gained about $600,000 during the 
year. Loans outstanding are 
$100,000 less. Frank J. Was, man¬ 
ager of the bank, said that people 
apparently are getting out of debt 
I satisfactorily and that there is 
I not heavy demand for loans. He 
' pointed out that the large amount 
of idle deposits in banks showed 
there will be ample funds for fu¬ 
ture development here when they 
are needed. 

The Bank of America here, of 
which C. K. Dodd is manager, 
reported an increase of $850,000 
in deposits, with loans outstand¬ 
ing remaining about the same as 
last year. Mr. Dodd said that 
loans to borrowers under the bet¬ 
ter housing program have in¬ 
creased considerably during the 
past several months.

Light Air: I 

We have heard a good deal in 
recent months about so-called 
heavy water, a water whose mo¬ 
lecular structure is different from 
| ordinary water and which is 
heavier. 

Now science has given us an air 
which is lighter than the ordinary 
air. While heavy water has as yet 
no therapeutic or medicinal value 
and is thought to be inimical to 
life, “light air" has been shown 
of definite medicinal value and 
\ under certain conditions is almost 
a life saver. 

Gases Listed 

Air is a compound of gases. The 
principal gases in the air are ni¬ 
trogen, 78 per cent: oxygen, 21 
! per cent, and a variety of rare 
gases such as argon, helium, 
krypton, xenon. 

These are measurements of vol- j 
ume. If we consider the composi¬ 
tion of the air in terms of weight 
per cent, we find that oxygen 
represents 23.2 per cent and ni¬ 
trogen 76.8 per cent. 

Biologically, the important gas 
in air is oxygen. Nitrogen ap¬

(JP) —Dr. Douglas Stouthall 
Freeman, author of the four- 
volume "R. E. Lee" that won the 
Pulitzer award in biography, finds 
that writing involving long re¬ 
search means for a newspaperman 
the sacrifice of many things he 
would like to do. 

Although his own work has 
been a success financially and he 
is not a candidate for endowment, 
Doctor Freeman is firmly of the 
opinion that biographical and his¬ 
torical work should be endowed. 

The writing of his detailed biog¬ 
raphy of General Robert E. Lee 
was done while Doctor Freeman 
carried on other work that would 


rhave taxed the capacities of ma 
men. In the 20 years spent 
writing the biography, he wrot. 
almost all the editorials in the 
Richmond News-Leader, made an 
average of three radio broadcasts 
a week in recent years, delivered 
an average of five public ad¬ 
dresses a month, served on the 
board of trustees of the Univer¬ 
sity of Richmond, the historical 
societies, and the Poe hrine. This 
involved much time and travel. 

He Charged Time 

When composition of his biog¬ 
raphy of Lee was started, the 
author opened an account, charg¬ 
ing himself with 14 hours each 
week. He credited against this 
the time spent at work, and if 
called away or ill, the time had 
to be made up. Although he went 
to Europe three times during the 
writing and was seriously ill fflf 
three months, he finished the 
biography with 400 hours of work 
on the credit side of his ledger. 

“Outside writing by a news¬ 
paperman is primarily a matter 
of forgoing other things,” he said 
when asked to describe how it 
was done.

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THEY CALL THIS “INDEPENDENCE” 

I T IS NOW up to the United States senate to undo, if 
possible, the effects of this week’s bolt of the lower 
house on the utility holding company bill. The repre¬ 
sentatives, in their widely heralded revolt against the 
administration program, removed from the measure the 
president’s requested provision requiring the dissolution 
of unnecessary holding companies within seven years. 

The Journal is at a loss to understand the obvious 
satisfaction and acclaim which have greeted in some quar¬ 
ters this “declaration of independence” by the congress¬ 
men. To hear and read some of the remarks of approba¬ 
tion with which their 216-to-146 action is hailed, one 
might imagine they had done something highly patriotic 
and of outstanding rectitude. 

But note just exactly what this high-minded act of 
“independence” revolved around. A provision to outlaw, 
not hastily but in seven years, the unnecessary utility 
holding companies. 

Unnecessary utility holding companies—a whole long 
series of them—were the means used by Samuel Insull to 
gain the power and the wealth of an emperor. They were 
the cause of his financial collapse that robbed American 
investors of hundreds of millions. 

Unnecessary utility holding companies are the means 
used to pyramid charges upon charges in a terrific load 
which the customers of the operating companies at the 
bottom are obliged to pay. 

Unnecessary utility holding companies are the means 
adopted by promoters to obtain control of wide-flung 
properties valued at millions, with negligible or no in¬ 
vestment of their own money. The Van Sweringen 
brothers, of Cleveland, gained the domination over a rail¬ 
road network on which a quarter of the United States 
depended for transportation by juggling stocks in a com¬ 
plicated set of these shadowy, non-substantial, vampire j 
legal entities. 

So, the glorious “independence” of the lower house 
manifested itself in a refusal to outlaw gradually these 
unnecessary utility holding companies. It manifested 
itself in a session where the pressure of the utility lobby 
transcended all past performances of special interest lob¬ 
bies of any sort. The house of representatives may, in 
this 216-146 vote, have been independent of President 
Roosevelt’s leadership, but it decidedly was not inde¬ 
pendent of the utility corporation lobby. 

So, The Journal today finds itself unable to join— 
though this is Independence week—in these encomiums. 

We do, however, understand, we believe, why it was that 
the lower house used the parliamentary technicality of 
a teller vote to avoid a roll call which would have let us 
all know just which individuals voted to save the unneces¬ 
sary utility holding companies. 

THE FOURTH—SO WHAT?

E VERY year many persons are killed and hundreds are 
injured on the Fourth of July, which seems to be the 
annual “Have An Accident Day.” Every year, just before 
the Fourth, warnings are issued by health officers, safety 
officials, organizations formed to prevent accidents and 
by newspapers, but every year on the Fourth the same 
thing happens. 

Men, women and children lose their lives or are in¬ 
jured severely in motor car accidents. Others drown while 
swimming. Fireworks take their toll. The gun that isn’t 
loaded always sends someone to the happy hunting ground. 

This year we are not going to say “don’t do this and 
don’t do that.” A word to the wise may be sufficient, but i 
the wise generally are able to take care of themselves. 

It’s the dam fools who don’t know what to do and it is for 
them that we offer these facts of last year’s Fourth of 
July accidents assembled from newspaper dippings by the 
National Society for the Prevention of Blindness and the 
American Museum of Safety: 

161 persons killed by fireworks. 

52 of them were children less than 5 years of age. 

54 burned to death when their clothing was ignited 1 
by fireworks or bonfires. ] 

20 children were burned to death by “harmless spar¬ 
klers.” 

21 children died as the result of eating fireworks. 

32 persons were shot by “unloaded guns” or stray i 
bullets. 

30 persons lost one or both eyes. 

300 others suffered eye injuries. 

1,900 persons were otherwise injured. 

So what!
